A Tientsin correspondent writee that the 
report is current that the Emperor is spitting 
blood freely, which may be a sort of preparation 
for a more serious impending illness. “If they 
do away with him (of which Iam by no means 
sure), continues the writer, “it will probably 
be under colour of sickness.” 


A correspondent w.ites that a prominent 
official, in the course of conversation with him, 
expressed the opinion tha! the recent attack on 
our Border Commission was ‘nota political emeute, 
but was the outcome of the ordinary lawless 
state of the border, where a man’s life is not 
safe from day to day. 


The Ko-lau-hui. a salt-amuggling society, 
which numbers about 20,000 members and 
ranges between [chang and Nganking, has 
been very busy in the Yangtzo Valley lately, and 
the Taotai is said to be afraid to act against 
them, though pressed by the consul to take 
immediate steps to put the society down. 


L' Avenir du Tonkin states that from the latest 
advices it appegia that all fears of a rebellion in 
the district of pr wangchoo-wan have now bean 
dissipated, and tnat the Chinese inhabitants 
accept French rule with satisfaction, counting 
on protection against the numerous piratical 
bands infesting theneighbourhood. 


Mr. Wade Gard'ner and Mr. Harding, the 
British Commissioners appointed to decide the 
question arising out of the action of the Russian 
Government in contesting the va'idity of the 
title of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., to the 
property held by them in the Russian Concess- 
ion af Hankow, returned from Hankow to 
Shanghai on the 2nd inst. per s.8. Tatung. They 
have been in couference with Messrs. Pokotilow 
of the Russo-Chinese Bank and Litvinioff of 
Messrs. Tokmakoff, Molotkoff & Co., but the 
result of the enquiry has not yet been made 
public. 


The Ostasiatische Lloyd is responsible for 
the following :—On the I1¥th February Emperor 
Kwang Hsu received the Foreign Am! assadors 
at Peking in audience. The usual etiquette was 
observed. ‘The Emperor, it is said, looked very 
ill. It is the general opinion that the Emperor 
will not long continue to occupy the throne. 
The Empress Dowager. it is affirmed, was 
concealed behind a curtain duriag the whole of 
the audience, and no doubt héard everythibg 
that passed between the Emperor and the Am- 
bassadors. The new Emperor was not present 
at the audience. 


Japanese papers profess to see indications of 
the Kussian authorities ‘backing down "in the 
matter of licenses to Japanese fishermen iu 
northern waters. At any rate,a telegram despat- 
ched by the Saghalien Fishing Guild (Japanese)

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It is reported that Colonel Charles Denby 
and Professor Dean C. Worcester, of the U.S. 
Philippine Commission, are now en route from 
San Francisco to Manila. Assistant Seoretary 
of War, Meiklejohn, is expected to arrive about 
the first of June, 

A special telegram to The Straits Times 
announces that Mr. Arthur Butler, who has 
been acting as Resident of Pahang during the 
absence of Mr. Clifford, has been confirmed in 
the appointment. Mr. Arthur Butler: entered 
the Malay State Service in 1883 as Assistant 
Superintendent of Lower Perak. He passed in 
Malay in 1885, and for 17 years he has filled 
many grades of office. He has acted as Resident 
of Pahang since Mr. Clifford left on leave; and 
he is reckoned to be a good man. Tha salary 
is $500 a month with exchange compensation. 


Tho Shanghai Mercury gives a letter from the 
late Rev. Sydney Brooks, murdered on the Bist 


December in Shantung, toa relativo in Eng... 


land. In the conrse of the letter, Mr. Brooks 
speaks of a‘ Large Knife Suciety," which was 
causing tronble in the neighbourhood, and 
said:—I trust that they will not come 
here; we are defenceless, of course. Neither 


the official nor the Military official will be - 


able to do anything for us, which means 
that we shall have to move into the city 
until they have done their work, and then come 
back to view the damage done. I glance un- 
easily round my room to see how much I have 
to lose; it is not much, bnt naturally L am not 
anxious to be deprived of what I have, and pray 
that the disturbance may pa:s over with no 
more harm to ourselves than that of not being 
able to continne our work.” 

It is reported from Nanking. says the North 
China Daily News, that H.E. Viceroy Liu, of 
that city, proposes to go up to Peking after all, 
and that he is preparing to start for the North 
vta Shanghai on the 15th instant. Apropos of 
the above it is freely stated in local mandarin 
circles that should Viceroy Lin actually go up 
to Peking the chances will be greatly in favpur 
of bis returning to Nanking, there being now 
no longer any necessity for keeping bim out of 
office sinoe the failure of the coup to impose a 
uew Emperor on the country. It is farther 
reliably stated that H.E. has recently received 
nomerous letters from supporters of-the Em- 
peror Kuang Hsu, urging H.BE. to undertake 
the journey to the capital and secure his old 
post to himself, as it is generally believed that 
so long as Viceroy Liu holds office there will he 
no fear of another attempt to depo Kuang 
Hsn from his Throne,

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* WHAT STOPS TARIFF REVISION,

' To a casual observer it might seem strange 


that the question of the revision of the Tariff 


in China, which has been a matter for consi- 
-derable discussion in England, should in 
China itself scarcely occupy a thought. It 
might, indeed, seem that our residents in 
China were so busily occupied in their own 
tty businesses that they failed to find time 
lor the discussion of a topic so universal as 
the Tariff. Jtis now several months since 
H.E. Lt Hone-cuana was appointed by 
the Empress Dowager, Minister of Finance, 
with the express object of revising the Tariff, 
and yet so little notice has been taken of so 
important a fact that not one meeting has 
been held nor one suggestion or recommen- 
dation made to the British or other Minis- 
ters. Surely our critics will say: Sucha 
people are little worth our sympathy or con- 
sideration, who permit so vital a subject to 
pass without a moment’s consideration. The 
simple fact is that the residents in China 
are by this time too well awnre of the ordin- 
ary strategy of the Chinese not to perccive 
that the raising of the Tariff question is only 
an attempt to draw a red herring acruss the 
ecent, and divert public opinion from the 
main facts of the case, which ar- far deeper 
and more important at the moment than any 
. question of Tarif. On this Tariff question, 
it may be stated that there is nothing new, 


+ and the communities have long ago mede 


up their minds. The present rate of 
duties was fixed soe forty years ago, on 
aschedule intended to represent as nearly 
as possible a five per cent. scale. The 
prices of staples have materially changed 
since then; and it would be simple work 
for a committee of experts to ré-assess the 
values of commodities forming then the 
staples of trade, and to place an assesament 
on those new productions which have since 
entered to an important extent into the com- 
merce of the Far East. So far the problem 
is an easy one and involves no political 
question whatever. On the next stage there 
will be few differences of opinion, and those 
not international. 
rate should in fairness be fixed so as to 
press with the least weight on trade? It is 
generally conceded that the present rate 
may be increased without detriment, but 
how much? Lit HuNG-CHANG, with his 
fayourite device of introducing strife into 
the most simple discussion, said, “ We want 
money; let us simply double the present 
tariff.”’ Russia, the lenst coucerned of 
the Great Powers, was disposed ‘to con- 
sent ; but England, the most interested, clis- 
sented. On so simple a ground Lt succeeded 
in produéing » breach, which has had the 
effect of introducing Russia into Peking, 
and rendering China the shuttlecock of 
European diplomacy. With this question of 
inerensing the Tariff comes in the question 
of improving its form, Here agnin the 
ineues are simple, and, if only the various 
tties be permitted to agree, the result 
will be still more satisfactory to China 
-than to the Powers, The whole of 
the present system of const-trade du- 
ties. and transit-pass fees is eminently 


> wnsatisfactory to all concerned, and the 


ehiet.trading nations would willingly add 
. the two and a half per cent as duty on all 
imports; on condition that the present re- 
srictions: should be removed. At present, 
only a fraction of the import trade pays 
this extra two and a half per cent; so that 
~ghe propisal would be a direct and sub- 
‘gtantial-gain to the Imperial revenue. The 
opposition. ..to. this: simple and. profitable 
proposal comes, hot from without, but from

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within, and, as usual, is made, by Chinese 
statesmen of the ealibre of Lt Hunc-cnana, 
an opportunity for creating differences 
between the Powers. Divide ef Impera ia 
av old motto but one which requires higher 
qualities of statesmanship than are possessed 
by any Chinese statesman of this generation, 
to put in practise. Divide et Imperare re- 
presents more closely the form it has taken 
in actuality. The: only hope indeed for 
China in her present predicament is to bring 
about such an understanding amongst the 
Powers as is indicated by Mr, Hay’s Me- 
morandum. But are statesmen such as Lt 
Hoxa-cuana, Prince Citrxna, JUNG-LU, or 
the utterly unprincipled Yuen Sui-Kar, 
capable of discerning this truuh? Surely 
not ;-and herein lies the great weakness of 
Mr. Hay's well-meant scheme. Russia 
might be supposed to grasp the plan and 
work in harmony and conjunction, but as 


long as men like those we have 
mentioned remain in charge of the 
helm, discord will always he found to 


divide the Powers, and afford the means for 
separate action without contravening the 
promise given. Iu the interests of China, 
as well as of furcign commercial states, it 
has long ago been pointed out how seriously 
the present regulations as to export duties 
hamper Chiua's powers of production. How 
these affect Chinu. we may learn from a 
speech made by the chairman at tho sixth 
ordinary meeting of the shareholders of the 
Lau Kung-mow Cotton Mill at Shanghai 
In the course of his speech Mr’ F. Annrr- 
son said :—“ During the year it is ealcu- 
“lated that clase upon a |million and a 
 quaré€r of tnels have been [paid in Shang 
‘hai alone for wages and salaries in the 
“eotton mills, Much of this money would 
“have been lost to China, but for the est- 
“ablishment of this industry, and under 
“these circumstances one would expect 
“that the Government wold be disposed to 
‘do all in its power to foster it; instead of 
‘this being the case, mills in China are 
“handicapped in several ways compared 
“with Indian, Japanese or Hongkong mills. 
“For instauce, we have to pray duty on 
‘Indian and American cetton, on our stores 
“and coal, on paper, canvas, aud hoops to 
“make our bales, and in addition have to 
“pay duty on our yarn at the sume rate as 
“imported yacn; our competitors elsewhere 
,are exempt from this double duty. Again 
“it we try to compete with spinners else- 
“ where in any market outside of China, we 
“have to pay an export duty from which 
“they sre exempt; when we buy cot- 
“ton from Hankow, or any other Treaty 
“port in China, we have to pay coast-trade 
“duty, which is in addition to the duty 
“payable on yarn. It is to be hoped that 
“ the native authorities will be brought to see 
“that it is contrary to the interests of China 
“to retard the development of such an im- 
“portant addition to the wealth of the 
“country, and that before long they will 
“follow the example of all progressive 
“countries and endeavour to foster native 
“industry.” 


Although Mr. ANpDErson’s speech re:

There are cnses where liberality censes to 
be a virtue and descends to the’ ordinary 
level of utility, An instance is shown in 
the base of the telegraph companies in the . 
Far East. The companies caine forward at 
a time when the commercial issue was dou bt- 
ful, und nobly accepted and carried out the 
task of linking the Empire, and—all honour 
to them--they have succeeded as they 
deserved, and have won a substantial re- 
ward. A few figures from the report will - 
show how remarkable has been the advance. 
During the first half of 1898, gross earnings 
of the Enstern Extension lines were 
£277,280; in the corresponding period of 
1899 they advanced 17 per -ent. to £324,360, 
[he net income was no less than £180,000. 
Besides this the Company had a reserve of 
£1,200,000, of which upwards of a million 
had been invested, there being a further in- 
terest uccruing from this of £25,000 a year. 
The Eastern Extension Company was not 
alone in the matter of prosperity. At the 
game time the Brazilinn Cable Company 
showed a gross income fur the same half-

Empire. The Company, it is satisfactory to

Telegraph Company, in addition to their . 
new cable to the Cape, made a proposition 
to the Australian Colonies to extend that 
enble to Perth ‘and Adelaide free of any 
subsidy, and have further engaged to reduce 
charges to Australia to 4s. per word, with the © 
eventual aim of reducing the tariff to 2a, 6d. 
on a sliding scale as the traffic improves. 
So far we have nothing but congratulations 
to offer; the Company has again come to the 
assistance of the Empire at a time when it is 
sorely needed, aud has taken its theme in the 
laying of «new line to the Cape. In addi- 
tion to this it has offered to supply an im- 
porwot link in tne «+<me of British cables 
round the world, by duplicatins with a deep 
sen enble, in waters where British naval 
supremacy has veen ever in the ascendant, 
our communications _with our Australasian 
dependencies. It‘is not forus, in these 
circumstances, ‘to pry tov narrowly into the 
reasons that have conduced towards this. 
magnificent-offer ot the Eastern Extension 4 
Company, aod we would willingly refrain, 
but that there are circumstances connected .

It 
held certain concessions, it informed Us, 
which prevented any encraachments on its 
territory, and it could not afford tio make 
any reductlons whatever. The question of 
Imperial interests it did not deign to (ake into 
consideration. Pride, the old philosopher told 
us, cometh before a fall; at all events the 
Colonies of Canada and Australia were de- 
sirois, in view of the approaching federation 
of the latter, to have some more certain and 
direct means of telegraphic communication 
than the Eastern and Eastern Extension 
Companies were willing to grant them. 
Their approaches to the representstives of 
the companies were met by an unbending von 
possumua, aud no hope of any amendment was 
held forth. Inthe circumstances, the Colonics 
came to the wise rerol ve of conferring amongst 
themselves, and the scheme of 1 Pacific entle 
recommeniled itgelf, The eolonies were not 
bound by any engage.weits to the Eastern 
Companies, and they, after 2 goodl deal of 
trouble, succeeded in proving to the Home 
Government the advantayes to the Empire 
of such a line, But the Eusterttcomanies 
had, unfortunately, some political influence ; 
atall events the Home Governnient com- 
menced to see abjections to nieeting the 
Colonies in the way indicated and did its 


_ ‘best to shuffle out of its engrgements. The 


universal protest of the Colonies concerned, 
and of the Far East generally, torced 
the hands of the Government, and it was 
arranged that the Home Government, in 
conjinction with Canada and Australia, 
should themselves undertake the line. Mat- 
ters were becoming serious and the Eastern 
Extension Company had to lo: to its lau- 
rels, Apparently, on a hint from head- 
quarters, it changed, by a sudden conversion, 
its tactics. If it could not destroy by a 
front uttack.the contemplated Pueifie cable, 
it would, by a side wind, accumplish the 
game end. Sumeone proposed a uetwork 
of intersecting British cables all round the 
world, and no one could fail to see the 
advantage of such a network. It would 
however have been fatal to all such mono- 
polies as the Eastern Extension claimed, 
and matters were serious. ‘The effect was a 
remarkable conversion—one of the most 
remarkable ofthe day. The Company which 


could not afford a reduction of a penuy on 


its tariffs by its present lines, suddenly dis- 
covered that it could lay a new deep-sea 
ble without extra charge across the 
Bouthern Ocean, and even more thau this, 
ound that it could make it pay ata reduc- 
ion of nearly fifty per cent-in its tariff. All 
the arguments which bad been adduced to 
prove the feasibility of a reduction met with 
confirmation in this most unexpected 
quarter, But we have to learn more from 
the new action of the companies It is more 
than ever evident that there are the seeds 
ofa future success in the proposed Pacific 
Cable. The Eastern Extension's offer isthe 
sureat proof of this. If there were not ‘the 
possibilities ofa brilliant success, we may ‘nsk 
why thg/Eastern Company should spend at 
east a million sterling tu burke the scheme ? 
This question remuins unanswered. Bat 
there ig even more to be learned. Qur

AUSTRALIA AND 7HE EMPIRE. 
—~>—.

Not the least interesting aud important 
event of the nineteenth century will doubt. 
less he re orded in history as the birth of the 
Australian nation. The national delegates 
to present the case to the [mperial Parlia- 
ment have already been appointed, and by 
no means the leust striking feature in the 
Queeu’s Specch at the opening of the present 
eeasion was the announcement that, amongst 
the other measures to be brought forward, 
would be the formal acceptance of the 
Federation as au accomplished fact. Seldom 
has the world witnessed so furtunate a birth. 
Australia hns almost r alised the myth of 
the birth of Minerva. springing all-armed 
srom the brain of Jupiter. Like other great 
nations Australia has had her baptism of 
blood ; but that blood has been shed, not, na 
in other cases, in internal struggles, butin op- 
posing, side by side with the mother country, 
the enemies of both. It is singularly ap- 
propriate that almost the last act of the 
century should be devoted to the consolida- 
tion of Australia, and that she should be- 
gin the twentieth asa young and lusty na- 
tion, proud of her vigour and able to hold Ip 
her head without a stain amongst the 
peoples of the world. Nothing has been 
more conspicuous in the early part of 
the century than the rapid while steady 
growth of England’s Colonial system, and 
nothing has pr ved so conspicuously the 
aptitude of the race for self-government. In 
1800 New South Wales was just twelve years 
old. It was the dumping ground of those 
lawless characters whom the home country 
did not desire to hold, and whose previous 
asylum in North America had been rendered 
impossible by the separation of the United 
States, It was, perhaps, not a good begin- 
ning, yet it was at the moment the only 
beginning possible. Australia, a hundred 
years ago, did not present itself aga likely 
field for voluntary immigration, and the 
possibilies are that, if not preceeded by some 
step on the part of the goverument, the-people 
of the British isles would never have found 
a praticable nucleus of a colony. It was 
no slight. enterprise to found a colony in 
unknown seas, at the other side of the 
world, and in a savage soil. The first set- 
tlers required to be protected, and this at a 
distance of nearly twelve months’ journey 
‘from home ; and unless the government had 
gone first this was out of the question. The 
magnificent harbours at what we now call 
Sydney determined the first site, but 
it was not for well nigh half a céntury 
that any signs of advance were apparent. 
The discovery of rich deposits of alluvial gold, 
| indeed, was the first inducement to colonisn- 
| tion on any large scale, and this was soon fol- 
| lowed by the partition of New South Wales, 
{ 


and the formation of the colony ot Victoria. 
The age for decision had come.” The vast 
island of Australia seemed too large for 
a single administration and the colonies of 
Queensland, South Australia, West Australia 
and Tasmania, each spreading from a single 
centre and having its own peculiarities, 
followed. The colonies even divided were 


found to large to manage from London, and 


one by one were granted the right: of self. 


government, and it is both curious andia- | 


¢ 


structive to notice the different lines on 
which each developed. The whole were. 
fortunate in having a common name, and - 
each, as well as in a wide sense being British, 
had the inestimable advantage of being’ 
par excellence Australian, ‘It is curious;to 
observe that neither the home country, nor 
its first offshoot in America has succeeded 
in evolving a national name. The “ United 
Kingdom,” is as artificial and ° in« 
Appropriate a designation for a great 
nation, as the “‘ United States.” Ta-forming 
the Dominion the Canadinns were ‘happy 
in being able to extend tha name of the 
leading province over the entirity, but-the- 
Australians have found a name ready-made, , 
and already the race has evolved a> dis- 
tiuctive character of its own, which, though 
fundamentally English, of stirling worth 
and purity, is yet distinct from either’ the 
home Englishman or the Canadian, Still, 
without, there were differences which sprang 
up between the Colonies which though they 
differed less amongst themselves than an 
did from the ordivary home-bred English- 
man, still were becoming of importance. ° 
New South Wales was in many respects 
different from Victoria, and the man of 
Sydney. reasoned on different lines from him 
of Melbourne. Queensland was still dise 
tinct from either, aud the Tasmanian and the 
South Australian agnin had slightly differing 
characteristics, These might hive grown, 
and indeed did offer some difficulties and the 
way of complete federation.. It is to be 
trusted that these all have now agreed to 
sink their peculiarities in the general well 
being, aud it may be hoped that the first 
year of the Twentieth Century will see the 
new nation spring forth armed cap-a-pie and 
a worthy member of the New British 
Empire. 


PORTUQAL AND THE CASE OF 
“KING LIEN-SHAN. 


——lL»—___- . 
' (Daily Press, 3rd March.) 
As the result of an interview with Senhor 
A. G. Romano, the Portuguese Consul Gen- 
eral, we have now some additional informa- 
tion as to how matters stand with Kine Lign- 
Saan at Macno, The arrest was made, 
as we stated, on the 24th February; the 
charge was one of embezzlement while Kina 
was in control of funds of the Imperial 
Chinese Telegraphs (Shanghai Branch). 
The Portuguese authorities, at the’ request 
of the Chinese Government, detained Krxa, 
who has been committed to Monte Fort, and’ 
not to the common jail.’ This detention 
must continue until the Portuguese. home 
Government has sent its instructions and 
also until the arrival of the documents from 
the Chinese Government to prove the pri- 
soner’s guilt. The trial will then be held. 
We are assured by Senhor Romano that, 
if it is discovered that the embezzlement 
charge is merely a blind, contrived by 
the Chinese with the view of getting 
this member of the Reform Party into theic 
hands and executing him, Kine standd:in 
no danger whatever; Portugal does not 
recognize extradition for political offences, 
and nothing will remain but the liberation 
of an innocent man, If, on the other hand, 
it should be eatisfactorily proved by the 
representatives of the Chinese Government 
that Kine actually left Shanghai while;in 
ossession of Telegraph Service funds, 
ortugal will only hand him over tothe 
Chinese on the condition that they guarantee _ 
not to inflict a death penalty. As Senhor 
| Romtaxo points out, Portugal does pot 
recognize the death -penalty,- and even: in 
oe : soos agg ES 
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the case of the extradition of a notorious 
_ pirate would ex:ct the same condition before 
surrendering him into Chinese hands. Su far, 
we m@y admit that the assurance given is 
quite satisfnctory where Portugal is con- 
cerned. But what of the Chinese side of 
uestion? Has China heen noted for faith- 
ulneas to her word in such cases as these ? 
The fact is no trust can be put in the goud 
faith of her officials, This has been proved 
overand over again. And under the pre- 
sent regime of the Empress Dowager and 
her advisers such trust cannot cven be dreamt 
of. The bloodthirsty new Sceret Edict toi 
the Viceroys and Governors, of which we 
publish a telegraphic abstract on this pige, | 
shows how reformers are being treated every- 
where else. Why should we imagine that 
an exception is to be made in this case, 
when we know that the Empress was moved 
to fury by the petition to her nephew, the 
hapless Emperor? Kring Lign-Suan isa 
reformer. It is enough. 

The Portugese, we are t.ll—and we 
do not for a moment doubt Senhor Romano's 
courteous sssurances—wjll never give up 
Kine Lien-Suan to the mere political ven- 
geance of the Empress, Then they must be 
prepared to release him, for the criminal 
charge, even were then the slightest trath 
in it, is only too plainly a cloak for the real 
desire. When the tria! hegins the Chinese 
must show their hand, and the strength of 
their cards will be awnited with curiosity, 


_ May we hope for an open court? The matter 


is one affecting more than the honesty of a 
Telegraph superintendent; it involves the 
whole question of international policy as 
regards China. It is decidedly an unfor- 
tunate coincidence that at this very moment 
telegraphic communication with Macao has 
broken down. 


THE CHINESE OPPOSITION TO 
THE NEW OKDINANCE. 


> 
(Daily Press, 6th March.) 

The Chinese ara exhibiting much opposi4ion 
to the new Ordinance which demands larger 
cubicle space in native houses. As was antici- 
pated when the Ordinance was discussed in 
Council previous to its being passed. the Chi 
nese are bound to feel its effects mast severely. 
especially the labouring classes. The bject of 
the Ordinance is to preveut the sprend of plague 
of which the present overcrowding of cubicles ir 
thought to be chief cause. Consequently the 
Chinese poorer classes will have to seck 
new dwelling-places. and the landlords, to 
maintain their income, will increase the reu's 
of their property. Instead of the Chinese 

rtitioning, as at present. their rooms 
into a series of compartments, this sub-dividing 
is restricted by the new Ordinance and coly a 
specified number of people are allowed to occupy 
a certain area. Hence the opposition. With 
the introduction of the “ Cockloft Regulation,” 
and widening of air spaces. etc. to follow, over 
Laer nae cent. of the houses of Hongkong will 

affected. So emphatic hax been the oppesi- 
tion of the Chinese to the entorcement of the 
resent regulations, thut ithe Sanitary 1 oard 
fficars have had to suspend any attempts al 
enforcement since the Ist inst... and the matter. 
is, we believe, to be seriously considered at a 
special meeting to be held to-dayeither by the 
Council, or by a committee appointed to consider 


- the matter. Practicelly, therefore, the operation 


of the new Ordinauce (or the already legalised 
regulations (bereof) is in abeyance througi 
Native opposition. 


It is stated that the Japinese Government 
has under consideration a plan for inflicting 
eapital ponishment by meaus of suffocation. 
An sir tight chamber is to be cc ostructed, the 
air in which can be exbausted and thus canse 
almost painless and instantaneous death in about 
a minute. Experiments are now being made in 
’ with this new death chamber. It must 
be confessed that this method of execution does 
not sound a very plainless one.

any Government officer. But there was another 
matter which was not put in the Bill as read 
a first time and which { eonsider should have

The section whic 
I propose to substitute provides a remedy for 
cases where persons open unpaid or insufficient- 
ly paid correspondence and then, having seen.

This is 6 
very short Bill and coutains only two clauses. 
Taking clause 3 first I would point ‘out that 
the only difference between that clause znd the 
law as it is at the present time is that it will 
unable such to be bronght by the Medical Officer 
of Health or by such otber official as the Board 
might sce fit to depate. At present this can 
only be done by the Secretary of the Board 
ander Section 84. ‘Lhe reasoo of that altera- 
tion 1s this: when a publio official, such as 
the Secratary of the Béard, 
he is able to conduct the cag@ in person be- 
cause he is the proscecutor ; bat. if, any other 
official went down, he might be objected to on 
the ground that he was npt the prosecutor. 
As regards section 2 for (the institution of 
proceedings sguiost any péfson contraven- 
ing any bye-law made under Section i3 of 
No. 24 of 1827 without the previous issne by 
the Sanitary Board of any notice to the 
offender. ‘I'bis is necessary, for although uotice 
of what is required to be done should properly 
be given in c ses of nuivinces under Section 18, 
itis absurd to ccquire this in eases of an in 
fringement pf the bye-law relating to lime. 
washing. ‘Ibe offender knows perfectly well 
what is required of him, namely to white-wash 
his premises. To require a notice to be served to 
tell him what to do in order to comply with the 
law is to require an enormous waxte of energy 
and to prevent the enforvement of the we 
The result of requiring notice is that not ghe 
lin seven of the houses which require to be 
white. washed comply with the law within the 
. proper time, and then the owners do not obey 
the law until a formal novices is served upou 
them. 7 
The AcTING COLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, 
| The Hoo. Dr. Ho Kat—I rise to offer my 
strongest opposition to this Bill, { am not 
‘so wuch opposed to section 3, bnt ax regards 
section 2 it will, if passed, wrought much hard- 
| ship on the general community of Houogkong and 
| especia.ly ou the Chinese. It is well-known to 
l everybody that there are ao laws in this Colony 
| more complicated and difficalt to understand and 
remember than the laws relating to sanitation 
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ete ge at 
and bnilding. The more so since a large 
number of bye-laws have been made to 
carry out the provisions of tha Public Health 
Ordinance —in itself 4 formidablé Ordinance 
for anyone to understand. There must be 
a large number of people who do aot comply 
with the law, though quite unintentionally 
They do not know they are doing wrong, and 
the object of giving them notice 1s to remind 
them that they have to do certain things to 
comply with the law. Of coure I am quite 
willing to admit the general principle that 
ignorance of the law is no excuee, but law-givers 
in any country do not care to harrass the peo- 
ple unnecessarily,and ample waruing is goneral. 
ly given. Section 2has been introduead because 
there was some delay in carrying out certain 
bye-laws made under section 13 of the Publio 
Health Ordinance. Under that section the 
Sanitary Board have power to make, and, when 
made, to alter, amend, or reicke bye-laws with 
regard to the proper coustruction. trapping, 
ventilating, and maintenance of p:ivate house. 
drains,’ atc., the proyision and proper construe. 
tion of dust boxes in private premises, atc. Seo- 
tion 29 of the present Bill suid:—*" Notwithstand. 
ing the provisions of ssctiou 19 of the Public 
Health Ordinance, 1887 (No. 24 of 1837), it 
shall be lawful for the Sanitary Board, in its 
discretion, to institute summary proccedings 
before a Magistrate against any person con. 
travening any bye-law duly made under gec- 
tion 13 of each Ordinance, without prev-ously 
issuing a notice to the offender stating what is 
’ required to be done to carry out the provisions 
of such bye-law, and upon conviction for a con- 
travention «f anv such bye-law the Magistrate 
may impose a penalty not excecding twenty- 
five dollars." I took part in the liscussion when 
section 19 was before the Council, and we all un- 
animously avreed that we could and should got 
the Chinese and the general public to conply 
with the law with a little trouble, without auy 
prosecution. I think we should coutinue to 
give the notices, aud then if the notices are 
without effect the maximam punishment should 
be inflicted. A reasonable notice, say of 48 hours 
as regards lime-washing, is all that is required, 
but as regards the constractiou of drains a louger 
notice is of course necessary. ; 
The Hon. E. &. Baturos endorsed the 
sentiments of the Hon. Dr. Ho Kai, 
The AOTING CoLoNtaL Secretary —I 


think the honourable member opposite is 
under a misapprehension. Tha whole pith 
of his remarks would seem to show tat 


he thinks the tenants will have to lime-wash, 
whereas it is the landlords. He has told us tha’ 
there is no necessity for giving notice in connec- 
fion with the bye law 8 made under sub-section 
13 as to the proper construction, etc, of house 
drains. ‘['hese are things, he tells us, that 
every body ought to know. [ ask. is it a 
great deal to ask af the landlords of the colony 
to bear ifi mind the particolar months within 
which they have to have their premises white- 
washed P 

The Hon. Dr. Ho Kar said that the Acting 
Colenial Secretary had misquoted him. He 
said just the opposite. 

The AcTING COLONIAL SECRETARY—I must 
have misunderstood the hon. member. If lit 
was a question of tenants there might be some- 
.thing in what the honourable member had said, 
bat where it is a question of landlords I 
fail to see the force of his remarks, and 
{ would further point ont that the law 
as it standsis utterly absurd. This seotion 13 
refers to various matters, including such things 
. 48 the prevention of the manufacture or sales of 

unsound, adulterated, or unwholesome food. 
If a: Inspector finds some rotten m-at in the 
market is he to give a mau seven days’ notice to 
destroy it? Thon again. it inoludea.the manu- 
facture and sale of poisons and the sale of un- 
sound and adulterated drugs, also the notif ying 
of infectious diseases. If a man fails to report a 
oase of plague the Sanitary Board cannot nuder 
the law as it stands successfully prosecute 
until they have given seven days’ notice. £ 
8ay saven days’ notica bucause the Board have 
consulted the law officers of ‘the Crown and have 
been advised that reascnable uotica means at 
least seven days’ notice. The honourable member 
seems to think that 24 hours’ notice would be 
safficient for white-wash‘ag, but the Board has 
been advised ta the contrary, aud in all cases (he 
Board has been obliged to give seven days’ notice. 
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The result is that at the beginning of every 
lime-washing season the Board is careful to 
give notice remiudiog landlords that it is 
their daly within a given time to have their 
promises lima-wasbed. ‘[‘he> tha inspectors go 
round and report that such.and xnch houses have 
not been lime-washed. ‘(hen the Board have to 
issue notices, under section 19, and if these hava 
no effect the prosecution follows. [can xssure 
the Council that as the law stands it is utterly 
impossible to carry the line-washing regulations 
out. The Board do not recommend an alfration 
of the law without good reason. If they bould, 
without amending the law, they would gladly 
do so; but things have coma to a deadlock, and 
that is the reason why the Board asked the 
Government to institute this lagislation., 

On the motion for the secoud reading being 
put to the vote it was carried. though the Hon. 
Dr. Ho Kai. the Hon. Wei A Yuk, the Lon. 
C. P. Chater, aud the Hou. E. RB Belilios yoted 
against. 

The Bill was then considered at some length 
in committees. The Attorney General had re- 
commended that the secretary of tha Sanitary 
Board, or such other officer ax the Board may 
depute, should institute summary proceed. 
ings before a Magistrate, but on His Excol- 
lency's suggestion, it was decided to add a 
proviso to the affect that auy persou 80 
deputed should first obtain the sanction of the 
Medical Officer of Heslth or the Seoretary 
before instituting such proceadings.

‘Ee Biil also provided that 
the Goveroment should be indeinuified f-om any 
claim madeaga ust them in respect of the erection 
aud maiutenance of the iufectians disesases 
brauch of the Hospital. Ue did uot av'icipate 
that any such claim would be made, but it was 
well to confer the powor of Siviug the indew- 
nity which the Hospital authorities were willing 
to vive if able to do so.

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—The only Bill in 
counection with which any alterations not 
in print before the Council vere made was the 
Public Health Ordinance, and the amendments 
suggested in Council were incorporated in the 
Bill as read a third time. Possibly the reason 
the Bill as amended was not sent out on this 
occasion was that it is such a very short time. 
since the last meeting of the Counoil, and {t 
is some times very difficult to get them printed 
in time. 

His EXCRLLENCY THE GOVERNOR asked ;

MEETING OF THE FINANCE ‘ 
COMMITTEE. . 
THE 8ALARIES’ QUESTION, | 
A meeting of the Finance Committees was 
held immediately after the Council meetin g, 
the Acting Colonial Secretary presiding. 
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The CHAIRMAN said—The Governor recom- 
mends the Council to vote a sum of 826,189 
to defray during the current year the increases 
in salaries of Government Officials sanctioned 
in the Secretary of State’s Despatch No. 280 of 
8th December, 1899. 

The Hon. C. P. CHater—I beg to ask that 
the consideration of this vote should be post- 
poned for at least a fortnight. The financial 
minute which has just been read was received 
‘by the unofficial members late last evening and 
we have not: had time to go into the matter as 
thoroughly as we should like. Personally I 
have no objection to the vote, but I should like 
to have a good deal more information before the 
vote is passed. I should like to know whether any 
other officers of the Government have asked for 
inoreases, and if so who they are and what hus 
become of theirapplication such and what reasons 
they have given for asking for increases before 
this vete is finally passed by the Council. ‘The 
reasons given in the papers for the increase, I 
think, are very good, but they are equally ap- 
plicable to tha other civil servants as they are 
to the officers who are going to be affacted by this 
vote. Therefore I think the unofficial mem! ers 
would like fo have the full facts before them 
before they are prepared to vote on the matter, 

The Hon. T. H. WHITEHEAD—I quite sup- 
port, sir, what bas been said. If the reasons 
given in support of this increase to certain 
heads and assistant heads of departments are 
applicable to them, I maintain that they are 
still more applicable to the clerical staff in the 
civil service, and that it is not equitable that 
the heads and assistant heads should receive 
increases whilst the juniors and clerical staff 
should not participate in ao increase which per- 
haps they are more entitled to than the heads 
and assistant heads. 

The COLONIAL TREASURER —It seems to me 
what we cali a dog-in the-manger policy to de- 
prive the heads and assistaut heads of inc cases 
which are admitted to be justifiable because 
others hav: not got them. 

The CHAIRMAN—I do not kuow whether 
honourable members lave carefully read the cor- 
respondence which was laid on the table.—I forget 
the exact date—a fortnight ago or a month a-o 
—with reference to this matter. You will ob- 
serve from that that, under date 23rd July. 1899, 
His Excellency the Governor forwarded a 
memorial from certain members of the Hang- 
kong Civil Service ou the subject of the in- 
dequacy of the salaries of public servauts. 
That was a general representation made to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. Practically 
the reply to that is contained in despatch 
No. 280. I do not think there is any objection, 
if you wish it, to postpone the consideration 
of this financial minute, especially as it only 
reached youata late hour; but I draw your 
attention to the correspondence. It is nota 
question of certain members asking for increases 
of calaries and of distinctions having been 
made between the applicants. If you carefully 
read this correspondence Ido not think very 
much more can be laid before you. You seo 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies has 
practically decided the question for himself. 

The Hon. C. P. Coater—That may be the 
case, but we havo to give our vote one way or 
another. 

The CHalgMaN—lI merely mentioned if. 

The COLONIAL TREASURER--Some of them 
have not got an increase and they want to 
deprive others. Those who have. uot got aa 
inoease would have a better excuse for apply- 
ing after this vote is passed. ’ 

The Hon. C. P. CHatrr—I said that the 
- financial minute was received by the unofficial 
members late yesterday afternoon aud we have 
not had sufficient time to go over it carefully. 
We shonld like to consider also whether any 
other officers in the Govrerament service have 
made similar applications for increases of 
salaries and if so who they are and what 
reasons do they give for the application. 
I for one have absolutely no objection to the 
vote before us, but it is best to make one job of 
the whole matter. 

The Cuarrman—As I said, thero is a0 
objection to a postponement. |I would only 
ask your attention to the printed correspon- 
dence in the meantime. The Council meets 
this day week; do you wish for a loager post- 
ponement than a week. 
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The Hon C. P. CuHater—I should say a 
fortnight. 

The CHAIRMAN observed that there were 
officers going on leave to England and tacy 
would like the matter settled. 

The Hon. C. P. Coater—The postponement 
would not affect them. because the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies has sanctioned the 
increases from the begi uing of this year. 
Thorefore a fortnight sooner or later doos not 
matter. j 

The CHAIRMAN—I no not sea much harm. in 
the matter being postponed for a fortnight. 

The Hoa.'T. H. Warredeap —I wish just 
to express my regret that we should have 
been accused of adopting dog-in-the-manger 
policy on this question. I[ consider that that 
remark was entirely uncalled for, especially 
coming from ‘the Honourable the Colonial 
Treasurer. My object in supporting the senior 
unofficial member ix to endeavour to sea that 
justice and fair dealing is done to the other 
civil sarvants. 

The CHAIRMAN—I do not think the honour- 
able the Colonial Treasurer meant anything 
personal. He made use of the expression as a 
mere colloquialism. ‘There is no more business 
before;the Committes. 

The Hon. T. H. WHICEHEAD—T am sorry, 
sir, to see that the Honourable the Colonial 
Treasurer has not seen fit to withdraw the uno- 
warranted expression.

On March Ist the wires-bronght the giad 
news from Ladysmith, but St. David may hence- 
f rth be considered not only as the i’atron 
Saint of Welshmen but of Chinese woineu, 
for on that day, for the first time, they were 
invited within the much-dreaded portalx of 
Government House. ‘The Organising <e ‘retary 
of the Natural Fest Society (Tien I'su Hui) of 
China was to advocate its merits. Some people 
thought this would deter rather than attract 
Chiuese ladies, especiall: those of bound feet. 
Some pecple thought they would in any case be 
too frightened to come to Government House, 
so Chinese gentlemen were invited to escort the 
ladies and their families, and to be themselves 
cutertained in another room by I. rd Suirdale. 
‘Will 20 come?” was the question of the moru- 
ing. ‘Oh, [ think 50, aud when over 10! chairs 
were seen drawn up io the great ball-room some 
hearts sank at the prospect of how empty they 
soon would look. Only 70 invitations even bad 
been sent out. But, as four o'clock drew near, 
the approach to Guvernmept House presented a 
curious spectacle, for from all the entrances 
Chinese women were to be seen hobbling paiu- 
fully onwards! Some fifty extra chairs hud to 
be brought in. Then appeared a school of 
possibly 200 little Chinese girls who, very much 
to their surprise, were requested to seat {lem- 
selves on the edge of the platform, and in large 
groups on cither side of the speakers’s table, a 
living demonstratiou of those the mectioy was to 
help, fat and rosy with pretty little rounded feet 
for the most part, but with one. or two pointed 
disortions among them Amahs had bean re- 
quested to stand and some 70 or 8) Chi- 
nese women wery now (0 be seen stand- 


ing down either sidv of tha bail-room 
when Lady Blake entered and welcomed 
her guests.

Meanwhile the pressure round the table in 
the ball-room was increasing; the little girls of 
the school had more than once been told they 
were too small to have books, and ought to make 
room for their elders, but the clever things 
were actually holding out their money and writ- 
ing their own names. After that Associates’ 
cards could not be refused them, and some 47 
were enrolled. The shook to the rich Hong- 
kong ladies minds must not be forgotton when 
they found only 10 cash, or | cent each, was 
asked from them for the privilege of joining 
the Tien Tsu Hui. This is the sum that has 
been fixed as a proof of sincerity, that would 
suit the millions of China, and the richer ladies 
compromised by paying for the servant as well 
as themselves, or sometimes for some eager chil- 
dren who had not brought any cash, The wish is, 
at the end of 19U0, to publish to the remotest 
districts of the vast Empire how many 
adherents in the various great cities there are 
opposed to the binding, and thus give more 
conrage to mothers among a wholly bound 
population not to bind their children's feet by 
thinking how many there are unbound else- 
where, and we understand that the Hon. 
Secretary's eager hope is fo number some 5,900 
adherants in Hongkong, either as annaal sub- 
gcribers of one dollar, life membe:s who have 
given {eu dollars down, or associates who have 

iven 19 cash. as a proof that they really moan 
it when they say ‘both in my own house and 
outside,” &. This last class obviously is to 
consist of Chinese ouly, the two former of 
foreigners and Chinese.and we underatand that 
Miss Blake, having kindly consented to under- 
stand the duties of Hon. Sec-etary of 
the branch of the Lfongkong Tien ‘T'su- Hui, 
will now be happy to re‘eive contributions and 
eurol names. 

This seems to be the first time that any 
Governor or bis family bave shown kindly 
solicitudes as to the condition of the Chinese 
woinau subjects of our Queen in Hongkong, and | 
tho ladies evidently felt quite assured of the 
friendly feeling entertained: towards thom, and 
after tho first few minutes showed no sigus 
of the trepidation or contusion that might be 
expected, buf. simply diguified Chiuese good 
breediug. St. David's meeting was the largest 
mecting of Chinese ladies yet seen, even 
surpassing in numbers the ever memorable Chi- 
ness party given by ten Chinose ladies to 
iaimgurate the Schools for the higher education 
of Chinese girls, in which Mr, King Lien- 
Shan, now in danver of bis life, but for the 
moment safe in the Fortress of Mavao, has been 
from the first the prime mover. 

If the Heads of the various Missions here— 
Charch of Euglaud, Roman Catholic and 
Nuueconformist—will enroll as many of their 


people as are desirous to join tho Tien Tsu Hui, ~ 


it will greatly facilitate the work of the Hon.

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DEPARTURE OF OAPT. HASTINGS, 
PUSTMASTER GENERAL. 


i Peer 
We have never been able to feel with more 
confidence that we were voicing the unanimous 


’ opinion of the public of Hongkong then when 


we say that no official of this Colony bas ever 
botter earned a holiday than Captain Hastings, 
R.N., Postmaster-General, who left on the 7th 
inst. on a year's furlough. Captain Hastings 
arrived in 1890 to fill the post of Assistant Har- 
bour Master, and, although thera was of course 
no prejudice against the man personally, there 
was a strong conviction on the part of the public 
that the post was a sinecure or that it made a 
sinecure for someone olse. Taxpayers do not 
have over kindly feelings at the sight of evi- 
dence that their money is being wasted, and 
therefors,~as was inevitable, Captain Has‘. 
ings was handicapped from the first. In 1892, 
there being really n0 work for him to do ut the 
Harbonr Office, our presant Postmaster-Gan- 
eral was transferred to the Magistracy. Hera 
again he had to fight against long gdds. Ha was 
not a trained lawyer nor could he/understand the 
Cantonese language, and there| was a strong 
public feeling, born of previous experience, 
that one or both of these qualifications were 
required in the occupant of the police bench. 
The delays, and what may be rightly designated 
the frequent miscarriages of justice, which had 
gone on for some years, fully accounted for this 
feeling. Captain Hastings however soon proved 
that a well-balauced mind, a habit of discipline 
and ability to read character which enabled him 
to get quickly tothe essential facts and to dispeuse 
with irreleyant evidence, were quite sufficient, 
aud more than made up for his lack of legal and 
linguistic knowleige. Therefore he soon lived 
down the prejudice which was felt when he first 
took his seat on the bench. and we can safely 
say that no presiding iu the dismal dea in 
Arbuthnot Road has ever given more satis- 
faction to either the public or the police. 
For a short time Captain Hastings acted 
as Superintendent of Police, and in that 
position also he gave auiversal satisfaction 


and earned the highest respect from the public j 


as well as from the men under him. When 
he was appointed Postmaster-General he was 
already a tried man and, althouch the work of 
organizing and controlling the daily rontine of 
8 post office was hardly that for which his pre- 
vious experience might be considered as having 


fitted him, greal things were expected from |

The following is the secoud paragraph of the 
Captain Superintendent's Report :— 

The total of all cases reported to the Police 
was 9,023 as against 1.598 in 1898, being a 
decrease of 1,573 or 17.43 per cent. 

In the division of these cases into serious and 
minor offences, there appears an increase as 
compared with 1898 of 457 cases or 16.57 per 
cent. in the former and a decrease of 2,030 
cases or 36.05 per cent. in the latter.

The increase in serious crime in the Old Ter- 
rilory as compared with 1893 was 336 cases or 
11.44 per cent. 


With regard to last year's robberies in the 
colony the Captain Superintendent says :—“ ‘I'he 
increase in rebbery in the Ol Territory over 
the figures for the years 1898 and 1897 is not 
satisfactory. I attribute it in a great measure 
to the disturbed condition of the neighbouring 
province, wh-re robbery aud piracy are ram- 
pant. It must also be remembered, .owerer, 
that the Police Force has been very short of 
European Police during the year, and that a 
great number of the Indian and the Chinese 
Police doing duty in the Old Territory were 
recruits with little experience. It ix, however, 
satisfactory to note that only one gang robbery 
was reported in the City of Victoria. It was 
alleged to have occurred in the Western Dis- 
trict of the City, but was a doubtfal report. 
I would also draw attention to the fact that, 
whereas thirty-four cases of robbery were re- 
ported in the New Territory up to the 3vth 
September, only eight cases have been reported 
since that date.” 


Thirty-eight European recruits for our Police 
Force were engaged during 1899, three from the 
Plymouth Police, two from Edinburgh City 
Police, one an approve:l can lidate for the Royal 
lrish Constabulary, twelve volunteers from the 
Royal Mariues, and 19 obtained local.y, viz., 
three from the Army. sixteen from the Merecan- 
tile Marine, and one who had purchased his 
discharge but re-enlisted aftez four mouths’ 
absence. In connecfion with the policing of 
{he New Territery, two Non-Commissioned 
Officers and 22 men of Lhe Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
were enrolled as Special Constables, acd one 
Non-Commissioned Officer and Lt mer are still 
serving There were also enlisted 125 Indians, 
13 Chinese for the Land Force, 26 Chinese for 
the Water Police, besides £ coxswains, 4 en- 
gineers and + stokers for launch work. “‘ More 
Chinese for the Land Force would have been 
enlisted had they beeu obtainable,” says the 
Captain Superintendent, * Recruiting for the 
Chinese Land Force, despite the recent increase 
of pay, is still backward, there being seven 
vacaucies atthe end of the year. It was expect- 
ed that recruits would have been obtained from 
amonyst the peasauts in the New Territory, 
but with four exceptions the few who enlisted for 
the Land Force resigned befory their periods 
of probation bad expired, Drill {And discipline 
appear to be peculiarly distasteful to Chioese in 
and around this Colony, and the coustantly in- 
creasing rates of wages given by private ein. 
pleyers of labour render (he rates obtaining in 
the Police Force not sufficiently attractive.”

The following is the report (dated Foochow, 
March Ist) of Captain Augustus Skillen, master 


of the Amorican steam-launch Lee Po, which - 
was wrecked on the Pratas Shoals on the 24th 


alt:— . 

“W. T. Gracey, Esq., Vice-Consul in charge 
U.S. Consulate, Foochow. 

“ Sir,—I beg to report that on February the 


23rd I loft Hongkong, as master of the U.S. 
steam-launch Lee Po, bound for Manila, having 
no cargo. 


“ [ experienced the usual N. E. monsoon cloudy 


weather, consequently did not get any observa- . 
tions for correcting the compass, the error of 
which was the cause of the vessel being out of 
her course. 

“T steered a S.E coutse, which is a good and 
safe one to clear any ddpger between the two 
ports. 
per hour, and, as [ took a departure from 
Waglan Island at 6.12 p.m.on the 23rd, the 
distance to Verecker Shoal being 118 miles}, 
I assumed the vessel to have passed this danger 
at abont noon on tho 24tb, but to my sur 
prise the vessel stranded o: the Shoal at 
9 p.m. and became a total wreck. The crew 
and myself remained by the vessel till 8 a.m. 
on the 25th, when we were taken off by a Chi- 
nese junk, At 6 a.m. on the 26th, having fitted 
out a small boat, myself and four Chinese took 
our departure for Hongkong, and at 10.30 a.m. 
met the German cruiser Hansa, whose Captain

Cheung, assistant compra-lore to Messrs. Butter- 
field and Swire, had bougut a piece of ground 
at Tai Hung village, which was immediately 
behind the Polo Ground al Causeway Bay. 


“After this a broker came to him and told him 


there were several synattars in Tai Hang village 
who would obtain from the Crown pieces of 
land in respect. of which they hold squatters’ 
liceases, and that if Mr. Mok Man Cheung would 
advance money on these leases they would be able 
to build houses upon the sites. Ln consequence 
of this representation Mr. Mok Man Cheung 
drew up a petition. This petition he took down 
to Tai Haug village, and in the house uf the 
broker, the defendant and six others sigued this 
petition. There were aunexed to the petition 


. seven squatters’ licenses, and the prosecution

alleged that these seven people who sigued this 
petition claimed that these licenses were valid 
licenses at that time and that they would be 
able to obtain leases from the Crown in ex- 
change for them. ‘I'he petition was sigued by 
these seven men, iocluding La defendant, and on 
the next day, Monday, Jtnuary 2lud, the pati- 
tion was brought to the office of the Land 
Bailiff, addressed to the director of Public 
Works, by the defendant and six other persons. 
It was handed to the Land Bailiff and by him 
passed on to the Direstor of Public Works. 
On an investigation beiag made it was discover: 
ed thal the licenses were absolutely useless, as 
they had expired. He believed they were dated 
90, 91, and 92. Squatters’ licenses were only gran- 
ted for one year, and at ths expiration of the term 
of the license was not renewed the squatter be- 
came a trespasser. Persons holding squatters’ 
censes in T'ai Hang village were dealt with by 
the Squatters’ Board in 1893. when their li- 
licenses were cancelled, and iustead of lice.ases 
they obtained leas-s for plots of ground for a 
term of 999 years, Cousequently there were no 
squatters now at ‘Cai Haug gillays with the 
exception of certain wishermeu, who had the 
right of washing io the stream behind the 
village. It was immadiately dis:overed that 
this was a fraudulent pretence on the part of 
the defendant and the others by which they 
endeavoured to obtain leases from the Crown. 
Mr. Kiog was anable to recoguise six of the 
men who came to him bat ha recognised tua de- 
fendant, who actad as ringleader and spokes- 
man. ‘The defendant said his name was Fung 
‘Tai, which was the name on one of the licenses, 


‘bnt it was afterwards found out that he had 


given a wrong name. ‘This offence was a 


conspiracy, and what tha prosecution had 
to prove was that the defendant agreed 
with other persons to defraud. It was 


really a somewhat clumsy att-mpt at defraud- 
ing, and was discovered almost immediately 
Conseyucntly be would ask his Worship to deal 
with the case summarily. 

Mok Man Cheung aud Mr. King give evidence 
in corroboration of this statement.

CHINA OVERLAND TRAVE REPORT. 
-A CLUMSY ATTEMPT TODEFRAUD.| A VIS! TO TALAN-FU, SHANTUNG 


PROVINCH.

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

It has not fallen to the lot of many Eng- 
lishmen to visit the very heart of a great province 
in North Chioa; consequently a few reminis- 
ceuces may not ba without interest. 

The ancient and sacred city of Tai-an-fu is 
secdnd only to Chi-nan-fu, the capital of Shan- 
tung. Its celebrity arises from the fact of ita 
situation at the foot of the sacred mountain of 
Tai Shau. It has been the fortune of the pré- 
sent writer to ascend this mountain upon more 
than one occasion. Rivalling Snowdon in height, 
it is ascended by a vast aonmber of wida stone 
steps (asserted by natives to number 6,0) '0) with 
more or less frequent intervals of landings 
or stages. This presents a formidable walk, 
but is chea:fully undertaken by hundreds, even 
thousands of pilgrims as soon after the opening 
of New Year as weather permits. From far and 
near, some on fovt, some in barrows, soins in 


+ mule-carts, thay swarm into the ci:y of Tai-an- 


fu, men of all ages, and aven the crainped-faoted 
women, receiving the invigorating spirit of the 
Monuutain Goddess and the painted pilzrim staff 
to nid them on the weary march. Altar shriues 
and temples are passed in succession, reciting 
a ptostration, a vow, or more substantial devo- 
tion by the offering of paper money, vepresent- 
ing either coppar or silver, till the final temple is 
reached at South Heaven Crate. 
pilgrim for a thousand ages has offersd prayers, 
thanks, and tribute in money or kind to 
Lao Nai Nai, Grandmother of the Mouutain 
Kings have beeu known to come to this vener 
able mountain summit, but for long years past 
they have beeu represented marely by officisls 
It was io the luxury of a mountaio chitiv, 
borne by {wo Chiness, and in the company of a 
brother finylishmin, that the writer made his 
pilgrimage. ‘The joyous Chinese spriug had 


‘yielded to summer's heat, and the devout strau- 


ger pilgrims hud |-ng departel to thair homes, 
We had time to observe (he landscape at leisure 
It was varied, affurdiug us constant enjoyment 
and satisfaotion, thuugh there are of coursa a 
thousand scenes of equal beauty. Here clumps 
of cypress-trees, firs, beech-treas lent a deeper 
green to the withered grass, or relieved the bare- 
uess of rocky bould»rs and torrent-worn stones, 
Now we crossed an old wooden bride over a 
rashing stream aud small waterfall, here we 
lookad back to catch a sight of th: city ia-the 
distance, and finally, on gaining the summit, 9 
glorious p.norama lay outspread before us. Lu 
the distauce ware the shiviug liues of tributary 
rivers. plaing of wheat and grain crops, while 
immediately below and around were mountain 
peaks and bills innamerabl4, with temples and 
priests’ quarters slumbering in the eternal 
repose. Needless to say we spent a night on 
the summit, for the Journey bad teen tiring to 
the chair-bearers, and the sun had begun to 
decline. Shelter for the night is readily afforded 
even to a “foreign devil” in the precincts of 
a temple, for the frugal Chinese never loko 
a chance of getting “money. That at least 
was our experience on the famed lai Shan. 

If the natural scenery is enjoyable, the arti- 
fivial adoroments and memorials of the mountain 
are also interesting, ‘There are handsome stone 
archos or gateways at various stages with such 
welodious names as South Heaven Gate, Middle 
Heaven Gate, First Heaven Gate, carved and 
ornamental archways inscribed with falivitous 
phrases. Temples, large and small, on oither 
hand with mundane tea-honses at intervals, lend 
colour, life aud a measure of beaaty to the 
mountain stairway. The city of Tai-an-fu ‘s 
closed by the customary wall, and no foreigner 
can safely dwell within its limits. ‘Che mis- 
sionaries, Anglican and Baptist, live io the 
suburbs, aud are seldom molested or annoyed. 
The recent barbarous murder of Mr. Brooks, 
however, seoms to indicate that a violent death 
may at aay time close the carver of a Christian 
foreigner.

Since my last report the redoubtable Mat 
Salleh has been killed, and the whole of the 
native trouble here ended. The engagement 
was on the 3lst of January. Mat Salleh has 
been reported killed once or twice before, but 
there is no question about the fact this time. 
He has been « very annoying element for the 
past four or five years, and no doubt has some- 
what hampered trade in the territory; now, 
however, in all probability, there will be no 
more trouble of this kind, and it is sincerely to 
be hoped the West Coast trade will go ahead, 
and, ander a peaceful regime, more than fulfil 
the sanguine anticipations of the Board of 
Directors of the North Borneo Co. 


A private company has been started for 
-working a timber concession in the Labuk Dis- 
trict, and the existing cutters are all very busy, 
so that no fault can ba found with this partion- 
lar trade here. Indeed, what is wanted now 
is tonnage, and the Mau Sang will be very 
waloome to these waters again on that account. 
Also, I uadorstand tha'. another private oom- 
pany intends opening up the timber trade at 

amboanga immediately, the principals interest- 
ed being from Sandakan. 


Those interested in coffee here would like to 
see the Market holding its upward trend, as 
that would give a much desired impetus to the 
cultivation of it in this distriot.

lace in the cost of coolie labour—an advance 
in prices bas brought our expenditure on stores 
to a higher figure—and taxes, crown rent, and 
iuterest hive increased. In fact, the company 
has had to incur a larger expenditure on every 
side and more especially on what may be termed 
intelligent labour, that is to say, olerks, godown- 
men, tallymen, overseers and others, of whom 
we employ about three hundred. So long, too, as 
the services of these men command higher wages 
elsewhere than we are giving, I fear we shall 
have to face a continual increase in this direo- 
tion if we are to avoid losing our trained men, 
who are attracted elsewhere by higher pay. 
Another explanation for these reduced profits 
lies in the fact that in order to keep business 
iu our hands we have had to engage outside 
accommodation for. cargo and coal which we 
could not take in our own godowns. We have 
had to work with hired tools, and that as you 
know generally leads to unsatisfactory results. 
At the same time, I feel sure you will agree 
with me that it is a sound principle of busi- 
ness to retain one’s connections, even though 
in doing so the profit may be small. And 
this brings me to the question of inoreased 
accommodation to which reference was made 
by the Chairmin at your last meeting. One 
large new godown is nearly finished, au- 
other has been commenced and we have 
leased a third. The first two, when coom- 
pleted, will give much needed relief to the 
overstocked godowns, and afford our staff a 
chance of conducting the company’s business in 
a proper anl efficient manner. Our past erx- 
periente, however, teaches us that we must not 


stop still, that we must look ahead and be in 


advance rather than behind our requirements, 
and that a most eesential point in the succestfal 
working of our basiness is that we should have 
plenty of room for sorting purposes, and au 
ample reserve accommodation so {hat advantage 
may be taken of any windfall that happens to 
comealong. Under these circumstances, it will, I 
hope, meet with your approval that we have ac- 
quired tha additional land mentioned ia the 
report, and that we should incur further outlay 
in providing more accommodstion. Though 
the upward tendency of our expenses is regret- 
able, it is on the other hand gratifying to find 
the company's permanent business, and by that, 
{ mean, regular as distinct from exceptional 
business, continues to develop, and judging b

The 
rebellion in the Philippines lasted longer thaa 
we expeoted, and as you know the hemp ports 
were only finally reopened the other day. The 
price of hemp rose to heights which in ordinay 
times we should cunsider enormous, and it 
became a very auxiour and difficult matter for 
us to decide as to whether we were justified in 
laying in stocks at snch figures. Uno the one 
band we naturally wanted to avoid having to 
shut down and lose our hold on the trade we 
bave long aud carefully built up with the coun- 
tries around us, but on the other hand if we did 
not do so, we had to face the very probable likeli. 
hood of being caught on a falling marcet with a 
heavy stock of vary costly raw material, We 
were between the devil and the deep sea ; in spite 
of ourselves we had to gamble to a large extent 
and if as some people think the eud jnstifies 
the means, we are certainly well justitied by tha 
present result. We hope, however, that no one 
will ran away with the idea that snch profits 
as these can be oxpected from ropemaking 
every year. The problem before us this year 
will be. I think, a very different one. Inatead 
of hayiug hemp on a steadily rising market for 
hope, we shall probably have to accept lower 
and lower prices for the mannfactured asrticle 
ag soon as th3 markets at home begin to feel the 
effect of their imports of cheaper hemp. For- 
tunately our present stocks of raw material are 
not large. At the end of Jast year, as you will. 
notice from the report, we had nsed up every 
pound we had and our stock of rope was 
diminishing so rapidly that we were very 
thankful when the hemp por.s were at last re- 
opeued. Until the hemp market. settles down 
we shall, of course, buy spar.ngly, batit is very 
evident to us that we must be ia 4 position in 
future to carry much large stocks of both raw and 
wrought material. For thie reason and alsobecause 
we contemplate further extensions to the factory 
and plant, we ask you to ullow us to retain the 
profits for the year and use them as conditional 
capital. The company will then be in a very 
strong position indeed and fit to cope with any 
increased demand that may spring np. Opposi- 
tion concerns have been ueae of by oar neigh- 
bours in the Philippines, but after consideration 
they have seen no advantage to be gained over 
us, and if we ourselves saw any we would at 
once advise you to establish a factory over there 
as well. The fact is that after careful stady 
of the conditions and going so far as to send 
our Superintendent, Mr. Klinok. who was 
formerly in charge of a rope factory there and 
knows the country end people well, to Manila 
to look into the question on the spot, we could 
gee no inducement whatever. On the contrary 
the superiority and cheapness of Chinese labor 
here leaves a large balance in favour of this side 
not to mention the far greater facilities we have
